The excess wage tax comes on 
top of the 41 percent social security 
tajx on all Russian wages paid by 
employers, a 13 percent profit tax 
and the 13 percent to 15 percent im- 
port tariff, to name just a few. 

The average Russian taxpayer-in 
1994 earned SI. 1 12. and will pay 
anywhere from 12 percent to 30 
percent in income taxes, depending 
on w hich side of the averaging scale 
they fall. 

Moscow businesses face 51 dif- 
ferent taxes. All of this has made 
tax evasion practically, a national 
pastime, 

Yeromin estimated that evasion 
cost the government as much as 5 
trillion rubles, the equivalent of SI 
billion, last year and ai lcasrl2.000 
businesses paid no'taxes at all. • - 

Some Russians evade taxes be- 
cause they can’t figure out when, 
where, or how- much to pay.

Bob’s mother, Bina, sold 
sewing machines for extra moi^ and 
mAdo matching outfits for the girls and 
pants for the boys. 

"There wasn’t anyone who hadn’t 
been flat broke sometime in the lost 


20 yeors," said Russ Townslcy, 
retired publisher of the Russell 
Daily News. “Whenever someone 
put on sirs about how much money 
they hod. they’d be put right down: 
'Wasn’t your daddy o bootlegger?’

The entire empty tomb story was written 
' 30 or 40 years after the crucifixion, 
according to the fellows of fhc Jesus 
Seminar. And the figure of Joseph of 
Arimathea, who the Bible says lent the 
tomb to the disciples, was probably a 
fictional character. 

As' for folks' visions of Jpsus, some may 
. be true, and some wore probably fiction, 
according to the Jesus Seminar. Ancient 
. -__writmgsjit^t.mcludcdinjhc Jiblc^laim__ 
Jesus returned to Earth after the 
resurrection and mentored his disciples for 
various lengths of time. So. the Jesus . 
Seminar fellows got suspicious of accounts 
of visioas. 

The conclusion was that if the entire 
resurrection event had been videotaped, 
nothing unusual would have been rcconded, 
Roman authorities dealt with Jesus exactly 
as they would any other person who had 
been charged and found guilty of a crime. 
And the visions, since they were simply 
bursts of light and spoken words, (vould not 
imprint on videotape. 

So what? We’ve never had proof of 
these miracles, and still millions of people 
hold them os spiritual truth. 

By this timoi-mony people arc 
— wondering why wc-should care-nbout-thc — 
Jesus Seminar, which is Wiadc up of about 
70'scholors who have in the past 10 years 
found much of the Bible to be untrue. The 
miracles of Jesus ore discounted, and key 
stories ate found to be historically bogus. 
Even the Lord's prayer, they say, was 
probably not uttered by Jesus. 

Why should we put up with these 

malcontcnt&.who.are biblfcal curmudgeons — 

to the last scholar? In the first place, the 
Jesus Seminar is making popular a form of 
biblical criticism that previously,, was only 
discussed in theological semihari^s. 

therefore, we should care because this 
careful vivisection of the Bible and the 
stories about Jesus has become a popular 
trend. Now. books written specifically for 
lay people arc fiootling the market. Five

J.o.iin SudsvoJ and Cynthia 

Baieoni walked lo the front doors 
of Blessed Sacrament Cathedral, 
the flagship church in the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Greensburg. 
during a hailstorm at about 12:30 
p.m. Friday. 

Three deputies blocked the doors 
and told the women not lo enter. 
Monsignor Robert Shuda asked 
them to leave. 

The women said nothing and. 
stood still. The deputies then 
grabbed their arms, walked them to 
an unmarked patrol car and drove 
them to the police station in 
Greensburg. about 35 miles 
southeast of Pittsburgh. 

• Theji were charged with criminal 
trespass, a misdemeanor. Police 
Chief Paul Burkey said. Police said 
they would ask a Judge to set bail 
for the women because they 
violated a court order on Thursday. 

The women had kneeled on a 
sidewalk in the rain and prayed the 
ro-sary for about an hour late this 
morning. A con stabl e gave th em 
copies of a court order directing 
them to appear at a hearing 
•Tuesday. 

Westmoreland County Common 
Pleas Judge Bernard Scherer 
scheduled the hearing lo give, the 
women a chance to explain why 
they should not be- held— in- 
contempt of court for violating his 
ban. 

On Wednesday. Schcrer said the 
women must not enter the church. 
He banned them from another 
church last week. The women, 
described id church newsletters as 
the "shouting ladies." have been 
accused of disrupting worship by 
yelling, splashing holy water and 
confronting a priest. Baptisms, 
confessions and hymns were 
disrupted, according to testimony 
by churchgoers.

NEW YORK — As the stock market has 
climbed to new highs in recent weeks, 
shares of big-narfic multinational compa- 
nies have pul on a demonstration of why 
they are called blue chip»> 

Through the first quarter of 1995, market 
-indexes dominated by the giants rocked up, 
gains twice as large as those recorded by 
broader measures weighted toward the 
moss of smaller companies. In most mb- 
lysis’ commentaries on the market right 
now, everything seems to be going in ihe 
blue chips’ favor — the trend of the econo- 
my. investor sentiment, even the travails of 
the dollar in foreign exchange. 

But as good as the case for big stocks 
looks, some analysts say the pictiirc could 
change significantly as the year progresses. 

In the Jonuary-March quarter. Standard 
& Poor’s 500-stock .composite index 
climbed 9.03 percent and the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrials gained 8.43 per- 
cent. Both those measures arc dominated 
by big houschbld-namp slocks. 

The Russell 2.000 index, representing a 
much broader sample of stocks that ex- 
pressly excludes the biggest companies. . 
rose just .4. 16 percent over the same span. 

The Dow and the S&P 500 also outper- 
formed all the major foreign stock indexes, 
many of which posted declines as mea- 
sured in their local currencies. 

Analysts say. the bigjtocks based in this 
country have benefit^, first of all, from 
expectations of a slowing domestic ccor^ 
my.

WASHINGTON — A Hurry of new da’ia 
— including the first drop in industrial pro- 
duction in six months — offers fresh evi- 
dence the once-boomirig U.S. economy is 
slowing down and inflation is muted. 

The Federal Reserve said Friday industrial 
output fell in Ma^ by 0.3 percent, only the 
second decline iti^early two years and the 
first drop since a September dip related to an 
auto industry strike. 

The central bank also revised figures for 
January and February to reflect that the cu- 
mulative gain in output for the two months 
was 0.3 percent less than previously estimat- 
ed. ' . . 

And another closely watched Federal Re- 
serve index showed that the nation's facto- 
ries. mines and utilities were operating with 


more slack in March for the second straight 
month. It was the first bacl^lo-back decline 
for the operating ran; in neai^ two years. 

Even though the production decline was led 
by a sharp drop for utilities because of unusu- 
aUy mild weather, analysts said the signs of a 
broad-based slowdown arc unmistakable. 

Financial markets in New York, which 
have rallied on signs of slower growth, were 
closed for Good Friday and will have to wait 
until next week to react. 

The Federal Reserve said the industrial op- 
erating rate was off 0.5 of a percentage point 
in March following a 0,2 percentage point dip 
in February ijiat earlier had been estimated to 
be a 0.2 poini increase. 

Still, the central bank said the consecutive 
declines Icli the operating rale at 84.9 percent 
of capacity — equaling a peak achieved dur- 
ing a recovery in 1988 and 1989.
